A special unit at Scotland Yard has 
Issued Instructions to the West End's 
big department stores to hush up the 
flrebombing activities of the Animal 
Liberation Front. SEAN O'NEILL reports. 


ECL WAS TOLD OF THE POLICE.. 
unit's orders by thé security chief of a 
big shop chain in the wake of a claim 
by the ALF that there was a conspiracy 
to deny media coverage to its protests 
against the fur trade. 

The ALF, in a lengthy statement sent 
to CL under the codename Silver Fox, 
said that its latest action had. been at 
Selfridge's where, it claimed, a device 
had been planted last month, timed to 
ignite at lam on August 18, setting off 
the store's sprinkler system. 

Neither Scotland Yard nor the Fire 
Brigade were able to confirm whether 
or not the attack had taken place. But 
the ALF boasted: ‘We have a 
sympathiser working at one of the 
leading West End stores and we know 
that our latest attacks caused 
considerable disruption to Selfridge's 
business. i 

Selfridge's security department 
refused ‘to comment, either to confirm 
or deny whether the incident took 
place, and a spokesperson declined to 
discuss the turnover of the fur 
department or the amount of money 
spent on security, Coincidentally, the 
store's fur department is' presently 
closed 'pending refurbishment and 
enlargement. 

But at Sears, Selfridge's parent 
company, head of security Commander 
W H Hucklesby, a former Scotland Yard 
officer, revealed that the store's 
responses to queries about the ALF 
were being controlled by the Special 
Branch. 

"There is a special department at 
Scotland Yard to deal with this, who 
have given instructions on what should 
be said and what should not be said, 
Hucklesby told CZ. 

He also dismissed Scotland Yard's 
official comment — that there had been 
no reports of ALF activity since 
December — as ‘nonsense’. 

"They have been planting bombs all 
through Oxford Street for years now 
and they have been very active 
recently, said Hucklesby. But he refused 
to comment specifically on ALF claims 
about the Selfridge's attack. ‘It would be 
very silly of us to go against what the 
police want us to do,’ he added. 

Special Branch refused to comment 
and asked CL to accept the statement 
already made by Scotland Yard. 

The silence over the Selfridge's 
incident appears to confirm ALF 
suspicions that ‘the big department. . 
stores and the police conspire to limit 
media.coverage of our activities’. 

The ALF claimed in its statement that 
the big stores are determined to 
prevent the public from discovering the 
extent of its activity and being 


frightened into shopping b 

The organisation stressed that its ' 
devices are aimed not at the public, but 
at "economic sabotage’ ‘of the fur trade. 
The Selfridge's device, was, it said, its 
42nd incendiary attack in four years; all 
of them timed to ignite at night when 
there are no customers, ` 

The authorities' attitude to the ALF 
activity was revealed at the Old Bailey 
trial in June of Geoff Sheppard and 
Andrew Clarke (СІ 351), convicted of 
firebombing three branches of . . 
Debenhams. At the trial, a Home Office 
forensic scientist, Linda Jones, said she 
was fully employed working -on 

ALF-related incidents and had examined 
more than 100 incendiary devices in the 
last three or four years. 

One attack by Sheppard and Clarke, 
on the Debenham's braüch in Harrow 
during July 1987, was reported as 
having caused 'minor damage' but, in 
court, the attack was said to have cost 
the store £500,000. 

Debenham's announced in March it 
was phasing out the sale of furs at all 
its stores. The official reason was a lack 
of consumer demand, which 
Debenhams saw as a national trend. 

That view is backed by the anti-fur 
trade campaign Lynx, which claims. ' 
credit for educating the public not to 
buy furs. But Lynx admitted to CL that 
the activities of the ALF were causing 
the big stores concern. 

When Lynx inquired about a tener it 
had sent to Harrods — signed by Joanna 
Lumley, David Bellamy and the Aga 

ê Khan and asking ‘the top peoples’ store’ 
to close its fur department — it was 
told that the letter had been passed to 
Harrods’ solicitors. 

Such heavy-handed reaction to 
non-violent protest is likely to inspire 
the ALF, which estimates that its attacks 
have caused £20 million in damages 
and says ít is aiming to cause another 
£10 million damage to stores ‘by the 
end of 1989". 

The organisation says it has adopted 
new tactics, learning from earlier 
mistakes, ‘to stretch the stores, security 
still further’,

ANIMAL rights extremists 
are thought to have been 
behind a wave of firebomb 
attacks yesterday. 


Incendiaries were detonated 
at Harrods and Selfridges in 
London and a House of Fraser 
shop in Cardiff early yesterday, 
and police in Devon say a simi- 
lar device may have started the 
fire which raged for six hours 
and wrecked Dingles depart- 
ment store in Plymouth. 


A further unexploded incendi- 
ary was discovered at House of 
Fraser in Oxford Street, and par- 
cel bombs were delivered to 
four addresses.in Birmingham, 
London and Cambridge. 

Animal “liberation” groups 
have carried out a number of 
store bombings in recent years 
in protest against the fur trade 
and live animal experiments. 

А police source said the 
devices discovered yesterday 
were of a type used in previous 
bombings by the most active of 
these groups, the Animal Liber- 
ation Front. 

Ап anonymous caller to the 
offices of the Manchester Eve- 
ning News, claiming to repre- 
sent the Front, said yesterday's 
explosions were part of the 
group's “ongoing economic war 
against the fur trade". 

The parcel bombs, all of 
which were safely defused by 
bomb squads, were discovered 
at Rackhams, a House of Fraser 
store in Birmingham; the Sadler 
Print, Lye, West Midlands, 
which prints the magazine Fur 
Review; the Fur Beview Pub- 
lishing Company, in Upper 
Thames Street, City of London, 
where the magazine is pre- 
pared; and the home of Prof Ian 
Glynn, head of the Cambridge 
University physiological 
laboratory. 

On at least two of the pack- 
ages was written "ALF, tele- 
phone the police now". 

Security checks were stepped 
up at stores yesterday in case 
further devices had been 
planted, and the police have 
asked postal workers and the 
public to be vigilant. 

With the exception of Sel- 
fridges, all the stores involved 

.are owned by House of Fraser. 

The fires at Selfridges, in 
Oxford Street, and Harrods, in 
Knightsbridge, began soon after 
midnight. Incendiaries with 
timing devices had been pushed 
between the cushions of sofas. 
Damage was limited to small 
areas of the two stores, and 
trading was not interrupted. 

At Howells, in Cardiff, which 
has been attacked by animal 
rights extremists three times 
before, the incendiary was con- 
cealed in the menswear depart- 
ment. Stock valued at £170,000 
was destroyed.

TWO fire bombs, believed to 
have been planted by animal 
rights extremists as part of a 
continuing protest against the 
fur trade, have been safely 
defused at department stores 
in Manchester and Liverpool.

Police were alerted to the 
incendiary devices at Kendal 
Milne's in Deansgate, Manches- 
ter, and Lewis's in central Liv- 
erpool, late on Wednesday night 
after .a-call to the Liverpool 
Daily Post newspaper by some- 
one claiming to represent an 
animal rights organisation. 
Both devices were made safe by 
bomb disposal experts. 
Department stores have 
'stepped up security checks after 
fire bombs were planted on 
Monday. night and Tuesday at 
Harrods, Selfridges and House 
of Fraser in London, Rackhams 
in Birmingham, Howells in Car- 
diff and Dingles in Plymouth. 
The Dingles' bomb virtually 
destroyed the store, causing 
millions of pounds' worth of

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Mutineers put prison to the torch

HE 240' inmates of a 

prison at Ensisheim, near 

Mulhouse in eastern 
France, yesterday ended their 
20-hour. mutiny, freeing two 
hostages unharmed but leaving 
athe prison in ruins. 

« ‘The prisoners began lighting 
fires in the prison shortly after 
the start of their mutiny. Fire- 
men, who were forced to fight 
the blaze from outside the 
prison wails, were unable to 
control the blaze, which de- 
stroyed 75 per cent of the 
prison. Only the administrative 
building was untouched by the 
fire. 

' In a telephone message to the 
French News Agency, AFP, the 
prisoners said that they were

The Ensisheim mutiny is the 
latest in a series of distur- 
bances at French prisons. On 
December 4, three prison offi- 
cers were taken hostage by 22 
prisoners in solitary confin- 
ment at a prison at nearby Be- 
sançon, while in July last year, 
riots broke out at three prisons 
in different parts of France dur- 
inga heat-wave. ' 

The Ensisheim prisoners, 
who emerged yesterday in 
small groups after their leaders 
had negotiated their surrender 
with representatives of the gen- 
darmerie and the local prefect, 
were transferred to other pris- 
ons in eastern France. 


The mutiny finally came to 
an end when the last of the mu- 
tineers handed over their two 
hostages, a nun in her 40s and a 
prison officer in his late 20s. 
The two emerged from the 
prison pale and tired after a 
night during which they were 
moved to different cells seven 
or eight times. They said they 
had been well-treated by the 
prisoners. · 

Ten prisoners were injured 
during the night, several seri- 
ously, despite assurances from 
the leaders of the mutiny that 
they had taken steps to prevent 
violence. 

А fireman was slightly in: 
jured after being struck by a 
roof tile thrown by one of the 
prisoners, and a prison officer, 
caught up in the early stages of 
the mutiny, was also hurt. i 
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The prisoners began starting 
fires in‘ different parts of the 
prison early on Saturday eve- 
ning after failing to take four 
prison officers as hostages. 

Several prisoners climbed on 
to the roof of the prison during 
the evening, setting fire to their.: 
mattresses and throwing roof. 
tiles. à 

The five prisoners, who pre-; 
sented themselves as the lead-i 
ers of the mutiny, were trans- 
ferred to Ensisheim after being 
involved in a previous mutiny 
last November at a prison at, 
Saint Maur in central France.' 
Some 400 prisoners were in- 
volved in the 15-hour mutiny 
there, during which 12 people, 
were taken hostage, and build- 


‘ings were sacked: and burned. 


The prison governor was 
among the hostages. 
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Sirens and helicopters, have 
been seen crying. 

Riot police, equipped with 
large protective shields, batons 
and helmets with visors, would 
immediately form a circle 
around the groups of demon- 
Strators, who often managed to. 
confuse police tactics by what: 
they called “decentralised and 
imaginative protests." In опе: 
instance, foreign and German 
journalists were among those 
encircled in a police cordon for 
30 minutes. E 

Almost 3,000 of the 10,000 offi- 
cers on duty had been drafted 
from West Germany, and their 
lack of knowledge of the local 
geography added to the confu- 
Sion. Following complaints that 
reporters had been hit by police 
batons, the city's official police 
spokesman, who had rushed to 
the scene to come to the aid of 
the journalists; was himself 
pushed about by eager young 
officers from Bavaria who even 
did not know his password. 

West Berlin government offi- 
cials said they were satisfied 
with the police operation, the 
biggest since.the Berlin Wall 
was built in 1961. But many 
West Berliners and some press 
editorials asked yesterday 
whether such a major event 
should be staged here again. 

The West German President, 
Mr Richard von Weizsaecker, 
called. on conference partici- 
pants to show some under- 
standing for the young protest- 
ers who, he said, only wanted to 
draw attention to the problems 
of developing countries. j 

Meanwhile, a number of East 
Germans seized on the IMF 
meeting as a suitable time to 
try to escape to the West. Dur- 
ing the last two days, four 
young men braved the border 
fortifications, two successfully. 

Witnesses last night reported 
that the Communist authorities 
in East Berlin detained up to 50 
young East Germans protesting 
against the IMF meeting. .

DETECTIVES from the anti-ter- 
rorist squad are investigating 
whether Welsh extremists carried 
out incendiary bomb attacks at 
the weekend on the offices of five 
estate agents in central London. 

Last night no one had claimed 
esponsibility for the bombs, 
which all went off within the 
space of an hour at offices in a 
two square mile area. 

But suspicion fell on Meibion 
Glyndwr (Sons of Glendower), a 
small, clandestine group which 
has said it was behind a string of 
previous arson attacks on estate 
agents апа other premises in En- 
gland and Wales. They take their 
name from а fifteenth-century 
self-styled prince who led a rebel- 
lion against the English. 

This year the extremists have 
targeted estate agents in English 
towns which have been selling 
houses in Wales as second homes 
to English people. They have not 
struck in London before, but 
some of the firms attacked sell 
larger properties in Wales. 

The Metropolitan Police's anti- 
terrorist squad is liaising with 
North Wales Police and forensic 
‘elentists are examining the re- 
natns of the devices to see if they 
match those used in earlier 
bombings. 

Four of the devices did only mi- 
nor damage, but one caused a fire 
which burnt out an office of 
Strutt and Parker in Mayfair. 

Since the arson campaign be- 
gan in 1979, there have been more 
than 100 attacks in North Wales, 
as well as attacks on estate agents 
and building societies causing , 
more than.£lm of damage.
